With so many new settlers pour- 
ing into this district, most of whom 
have never seen an irrigation ditch 
in their lives before, it has been 
seen that some form of instruction 
was necessary to enable them to get 
the benefit of the water. 

For this end the Canadian Pacific 
Irrigation Company have 
doing their best to provide that in- 
struction by the appointment of 
water masters, under the control of 
Mr. Stockton, whose duty it 
assist and advise the farmers in the 
laying on of the water, by pam- 
phlets dealing with the subject, and 
by various other means. During 
the past week they have added to

The labor spent in the making of 
the ditch was a permanent invest- 
ment, and added to the value of the 
farm. The laying out and 
struction of the ditch occupied the 
sreater part of the forenoon. In 
the afternoon] the actual laying on 
of the water was done by Mr, 'Nel- 
son, one of the watermasters, while 
Mr. Stockton, Prof. Elliott, Mr. 
Robson and others, explained the 
details and answered the questions 
asked regarding the work. The 
method of laying on the water was 
by damming up the water at the 
point desired to be irrigated with a 
home-made canvas or gunnysack 
sheet, supported on a pole, banking 
up the ditch for about ten feet back, 
and then, when the water had ac- 
cumulated to within a few inches of 
the level of the dam, opening the 
bank and letting it out. The water 
by this means comes out with some 
force and goes over the 
quickly, which is one of the main 
points in successful irrigation, To 
cover the field thoroughly small tur- 
rows should be run from the main 
opening and these would carry the 
water thoroughly over the field. 

After the demonstration was over 
the farmers adjouriied to the Farm, 
where some remarks were made by 
Prof. Eliott, and an instructive 
little address was given by Mr. 
Stockton, head of the Operating and 
Maintenance Department, and a 
number of questions were answered.

Canada’s Annals Contain a Record- 
Breaking Case.
